commodities of Diſtillation to be fo great æ manp, that ſcarcelp 
any thing can be founde comparable to it, in that it feparateth tbe 
vnlike parts, and deliuerech tbe woꝛthier from coꝛruption: and 
thoſe matters tbid) are vnperfite, this by attenuating maketh 
perfite: alſo thoſe Gbích are deuided, potb this ioyne into one 
fubffance, both in qualities and properties, although the bodies be 
mixe d. Beũdes, this Arte bath inuented manie peofitable « excel⸗ 
lent things fo» mans life: yea, the (ame in chilicke bath founde 
aut rare : maruellous ſecrets, and of thole greatlp to be eſtœmed. 
if ante pꝛepare them oꝛderlp, and accoꝛding to Arte. This manner 
of doing, doe ſome imiſtes terme by another name, to ſub⸗ 
lime, ſchich fignifieth no other matter, than to ſeparate the 
partes moze light and thinne, from thofe beanter and thicker, 
and tbe wooꝛking of this requireth fo to doe, that the bodies 02 
matters &bofe ſubſtaunce is impure and grolſe, bee caufeb moe 
pure, faire, and cleare, o the earthlie partes euillie vnited and 
conioined, oꝛ other wile ouermuch confufco, and ſhedde thꝛough 
all the ſubſtance of the Bodies, be dꝛawen, gathered, and better 
fired toglther, in ſuch maner, that thoſe ſeparated by beate Lach 
map abide a part at the bottom of the Uimbecke. 

An other Chimifte (as it choulde feeme of moze experience) 
doch deline this maner of working to ſublime, on this wiſe, that 
the fame ( being a leconde degrer verie pꝛincipall vnto the chaun⸗ 
ging ok manie naturall matters) ſerueth to ſeparate the chinne 
and pute partes, from the groſſe and beanie ſubſtaunces, as ifs 
tillation bof : fo that thꝛough this dwing, is the apteſt (ubffance 
of the groller Bodies ertennated and fined, that is, the thin⸗ 
neſt, lighteſt, and pureſt part, from the ſuperficiall matter, bee: 
ing next to the groſſer ſubſtance of the bodie, rayſed and dꝛawne 
bp to the heade by force of the beate; next to abíd) , are tbofe 
pattes, that in pureneſſe nigheſt agree to the firſt ſubſtannce : (o 
wat the thirde and laſt mat ter breing both hesuieſt and groſſeſt, 
and containing the earthlie partes in it, requireth then a mighti⸗

perates and ſendeth forth Gpolie all tbe ligulde matter o» ſub⸗ 
ance pet remaining, uhich chꝛoughlie dꝛawne forth, there doth 
after remaine none other, than a ſubſtance tholic dꝛie (much 
like to aſhes) in the bottome of the Cucurbite o2 Glaſſe bodie:In⸗ 
ſomuch chat out of euery moiſte fübffance, o? bodie by diſtillati⸗ 


on, chere is a certaine crude o2 rawe waterichneſſe, o? rather 


Flegmaticke matter, at the firſt font forth, next to which’, by di⸗ 
ligence is a ſubſtance dꝛawen forth, rather better digeſted, and 
purer: and laff, a matter of Oplinelle, dꝛawne forth by the fron, 
ger beate of fire.

Mot vnlike wziteth Iohannes Meſue, 
where hee affitmety that mante matters of ſundꝛie kindes con⸗ 
teyned, and as thep were congealed into one bodie, in the Cu- 
curbite o? Glaſſe bodie, are by force of the heate ſeparated, in 
woꝛking, accoꝛding to tbe induſtrie of the Ghimittes, and Diſtil⸗ 
lers of Nuinteflence. And for troth (uc Afcentions , Dittillati⸗ 
ons, oꝛ Sublimations of Wodies,are not Gbolie a water, noꝛ the- 
rowlie an oplie o? vnauous licour, but a certaine ſubſtance fuftí- 
ctentlie differing from tbe fame matter, abícd) tofore pou had 
put and mixed togither to be diſtilled. In this place (t is not to bee 
koꝛgotten, noꝛ ouerpaſled, that this woꝛde to Sublime , mate bes 
vled in another ſigniſication with the Chymiſtes : as ben they 
mention of Mercur te ſublimed, ac. The fignification of which, 
hall after at large be taught. And although that in euerie diſtilla⸗ 
tion, manp anb diners conſiderations are neceſſarie to be learned, 
pet ongbt tbefe two things to bee ſpeclallie regarded at all times 
of eueríe woꝛkmanluhich forefene at the beginning of the work, 
that the induſtrious Artificer bee diligent to compatfe and being 
to an ende tbe fame) che one is tbe matter abich hee mindeth to 
dea le withall, as to finde and trie out of what condition the (ame 
ts and übetbrr of his owne nature it is proper to indure , 02 doe: 
Che other is to ſuch end, that the woꝛke Gbíd) is pꝛetended, manie 
come to à god and happie ſucceſſe: and then is required to choſe 
and make readte, ſœmelp and apt vellels. 3f tbe Diſtiller will 
catefullie conſider and haue regarde vnto tbe(e two popnts (as 
mte and right it ts) then nedeth hee not to doubt , but that hes 
Hall bꝛing his woꝛke onto the fame perfection and defired ende, 
hich bee bopeth alter: Foꝛ as in the biinerfall o2 generall nas 
, tuteof things in this woꝛlde, all Bodies are not made and for: 
med tnditkerentlie ot euer ie ſoꝛt and condition of matter, noꝛ the 
Craftefinan can inditterently cut out « carue the pmage of (er: 
curp of euery wod( as by many and ſingular reafons the learned 
PHiGitions do perſwade and pꝛwue to vs ; but all things are made 
anb kozmed of à certaine matter apt and pꝛopoꝛtioned to receiue 
à foʒme appointed, by the means r ald of manic caules: euen fo A 
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this Chymicall Arte, ttbeboucth him which will dꝛawe ont of 
anie matter, Ople o2 water, oꝛ ante other like thing, chat hee a⸗ 
fore knoboe the matter, ik the ſame bee ſuch, as be nitate hope to 
dꝛawe forth of it, a Water, o2 Ople, oꝛ anie other like thing: af- 
ter to ſearch and chofe thoſe Inſtrumentes oz vellelles fo» the 
woꝛke, which ſermeth apteſt for tbe turne, and according to his 
deſire : at if a man woulde Diſtill ante matter, ſchich is deſti⸗ 
tute oꝛ lacking, the ſame moiſture oꝛ licour that hee ſearcheth and 
hopeth alter: what is it anie other thing (3 peap pou) than to de⸗ 
fire woll from an Ades backe, oꝛ to wꝛing water out of a Pum⸗ 
miſe fone (which two, are well knowne) to bee matters impol⸗ 
ſible to be attained. Mherelche ſeing that all mirt Bodies, be 
conſtituted and formed of tbe foure Elements: and chat among 
fbofc, che one partaketh moze of the Ayꝛe, the other moze of the 
water, ſome more ot the fire : others moꝛe of the earth, accoꝛding 
to the neceſlitie of each compounde pꝛedominant and gouerning: 
for which caule it behwuech to regarde, and diligentlie to conſider 
in each Bodie, tbat Element farmounteth the other Chele 
well con ſdered, it Mall bee an eaſie matter by (oce of the fire, to 
ſeparate and dꝛawe a water out of thoſe fnbffances, bchich are of 
nature waterie: as allo with like eafinelie it is polllbie to dꝛawe 
an Oyle, by the Arte of Diſtillation, out of ofbers that bee of quit- 
litie Aeriall oꝛ ſierie: 3r02 the heate of the fire is ſuch, that it gas 
the rech together tbofc things bic are ol like kinde and nature, 
and fepatatetb (ud) as be diſagreing. chere be alſo many Bodies 
02 ſubſtances that be earthlie and dꝛie, out ol which, to dʒawe a wa⸗ 
ter oꝛ oyle, is not onelie harde to be done, but is altogither im⸗ 
poſlible: pet are there fone Bodies o ſubſtances, out ef which, 
a water doth cafilie diſtill, as all fud) matters which chall be 
moyſte and waterie: others there are, out pf. which. an Ople 
mate be dꝛawne, but no water at all, as all tbofe ſubſtaunces o2 
Bodies, Which be verie tough and hard thꝛough dzinelſe. 


Powe often the vertues of certaine {ubfantiall partes are loſt, o3 
changed in the Diſtillationg, and why that Diſtillation 
caine butof later time into bfc: this boꝛrowed ot 
the learned Joannes Langius, 
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The fecond Chapter. 
D Perſon nædech to doubk, chat all Bodies 
which growe and take increaſement in che 
earth, are compounded of diuerſe, and in a 
maner, infinite (mall parts(uchich tbe Greekes 
pvyꝛoperly name Atomes) of the Elements, and 
duhat in thole reff diſtering and contrsrie ver⸗ 
tues: neuertheleſſe, vnder one manner of 
forme of all the Bodies compounded; as the 
like appearech, and is confirmed in that rote of Kudarbe , fo 
much regarded and eſtrmed in all places, which doth both lofe 
the Bellie, and binde the fame, pet this deliuereth and openeth 
the obſtrumions and ffoppings of the Liuer. Me ſame allo ts 


knowne to be in the iuyce of Noles, which purgeth the Bellte of 


Choler, where contrarpwile, che diſtilled water, and the dꝛie 
powder of the leaues, doe binde and harden the Bellie: the like 
to this is found in the bitterneffe of the natles, oꝛ dchite endes of 
che leaues, which bopled and applyed vp in Gliſfer forme (after 
the minde of the learned Mathiolus) doth mightilie fate the fluxe 
of the Bellie, and by giuing it to dꝛinke, this bealetb the perillous 
bicers of the Lungs : The pellowe ſeꝛdes within tbe Kole, and 


the beares hanging to them, bopled in Mine, and dzunke, doth 
ffaie (as he affirmeth) che fillings downe to tbe Gummes, and 
marueploullie helpeth the running of the Mhites in women. Be 


alſo repoꝛteth that the whole heades of the Role ſodden in Mine, 
and dzunke, helpeth tbe fluxe ol the Bellie, and faieth the {ptt 
ting oz caſting vp ot bloud : the ſeedes within tbe peares of che 
Role, are knowne (of experience) to bee affcingent , for which 


Tauſe the pellowe, and all the dchole Peares ſodden in Mie, dolh 
greatlie pꝛofite tbe fluxe of the Bellie, and ſuch abundance of the 
Nhytes in women, pea, marueploullie ſtapeth the tedious Go- 
noithea; theſe hitherto Mathiolus. And is it not euidentlie (ene 


and knowne, that the out warde part of the Pettle pꝛocureth it⸗ 
ching and burning, in that part of the bodie, as the ſame tou⸗ 
tbeth : where contrariboiſe, the iuyce dꝛabone out of the inner 
ſubſtance, applied on the arteries ol tbe armes, doch relreſh and 
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wle the burning of the Feuer, oꝛ feuerous burning of the heart: 
Belides, dꝛied and bꝛought into powder, and giuen toa married 
man to rate, cauſeth him after to loue dearelie his wife and chil⸗ 
dꝛen: and the fame feo, fortifieth the venere all ad, and purgeth 
tbe Matrix in women, by the dailie eat ing in meate: pea, wa; 
ching che Bodie wich the decoction of it, mitigateth all paines 
tauſed of colde, and healeth ſcabbes. And doe we not daplie vn⸗ 
derſtand and fe, that out of one pꝛoper Mine of the veine under 
the grounde purchaſed, there are molten and ſeparated in the 
Furnace, diuerſe tzindes of Mettals, chat is, of Leade, of Siluer, 
Copper, and Sold, of ubich alwaies tbe greater part is conuerted 
into Fumes. Mhen therefore after the Diſtillation, the grol⸗ 
fer ond ercrementuous partes abide in tbe bottome of the Lvs 
becke, then doe the Aereall vaniſh into ſpirits, and the moyſture 
thickened wꝛough tbe coling of the couer o? heade of the Lym⸗ 
becke, kall from tbe Gutter of che heade, and runne botone dꝛop 
by dꝛoppe into a Recepuer ſtanding vnder. It is not to bee mat» 
ueiled at, if diſtilled waters doe not peelde their pꝛoper fanonr, 
taſte, and all other vertues, o? but little that they ought, of thofe 
matters out of ſchich they are diſlilled. Foz thichcanfe tbe lear⸗ 
ned Phiſttion Meſue repoꝛteth, that the water dꝛawne bp diſtilla⸗ 
tion out of Noſes, doth great lie comfort and ſtrengthen: pet doch 
the fame not a like loſe ann purge the bodie, as tbe iuyce gotten 
out of tbe fretb oles, 02 the mfuſion of them done after arte, 
by reaſon that their fubtill beate vaniſhech with the fire . Lo 
tbe(c adde, that the hidde oꝛ ſecrete pꝛopertie which pꝛoccrdeth 
of ihe koꝛme / that the Phiſttions terme particular) as in the Lode 
flone, Colocpnthis, Scamonie, and others like, equallie ſhedde 
thꝛoughout the ſchole ſubſtaunce of his ſubieg, inſomuch that 
when the forces and vertues bee loſt of the other partes of the 
fubiect, it cannot then retaine his proper ſtrength, but that his 
adion and working pericheth: as by a like che water biffifieo by 
a Lymbecke of the Colocpntbis, o2 Nubarbe, cannot chen lofe o 
purge the bellie: where tbe licour at all times, o2 either of them 
infuſed fo» cer taine houres, and miniſtred, will eafilfe per fame 
the like woꝛking. By the fame man er, all herbes of a hote and 
Rate qualit ie, do pelde 02 giue forth in their Diſtillat ion, the bet 
waters 
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that commonlie is made long, whereby the fame mate confaine 
manie vellels, and hath ſundꝛie dwzes chat the water maie beate 
togither alike: built alſo of (mall height, to the ende fhe wat er 
maie be made hote with a (mall fire: than if they were diſtilled in 
amic Furnace, as tn Sande, oꝛ Aes , of which hereafter ſhall 
Gur ther be vttered, whereas we minde to intreate of the coꝛrec- 
tion of erbes. By the fame diſcourſe each man mate eaſilie com 
ceiue and fudge, that all formes cannot wholie reſiſt and do their 
woꝛkings a long time in mixt bodies, tf the qualities abide not 
perfite and hole. dto» ſchich caule, it is no maruaile , tf the tua: 
ters ol Plants and Juices, eſpeciallie tbofe which are diſtilled, 
by à die heate of fire: doe pífagree , and fener from che vertues 
of their Simples: which for troch more tronbled , and moued 
rather the ſkil full to bee abaſhed, than che ignozant Phiſitions, 
and cauſed fhata long time after it was, 02 fbcy ante thing (to 
purpoſe) attempted to put in ble Diſtilled waters: pet others, 
for to retompente the default, which they knewe to bee in them, 
fought out anb pꝛadiſed manie wapyes, howe and by &bat meanes 
theſe might beſt retaine and keepe their vertues after the Di⸗ 
filling. Wut among che Arabians, the noble Meſue firff made 
mention of Sublimation o; Diſtillation of p waters of Moꝛm- 
wod and Roles. Foꝛ, ſaith he, wat er of Wmewod is diſtilled 
after the maner as is out of Roles , and ſuch like, vhich are done 
in vellels of Sublimation. But in pꝛocelle of time, (ben Rhafis, 
Serapio, amd Auicen, had taken in hand the poadife of Alchimie; 
then began thele waters to be ofeb in Philicke. 


Of the kinds and differences ol Diſtillations. 
JThethid Chapter. 


„ Duaſmuch as ue haue (utfícientlie vttered in fhe 
. kt apter, that the bodies which we delire:to 
j ſeparate bp £Dt(tíllatíon , are not of one nature 
amd qualitie : pet it often commeth to palle, that 
dome lightlic (after, and others refit mightilie, 
SGT though the adion of the caules agent, and the le 
pielde not, but by a great fojce and violence: fo. that not without 
god 
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god occaſton, che firſt inuentoꝛs of the Arte of Diſtiling, and 
their ſucceſloꝛs, chich made a matter of tbe ſaid Arte, deuiſed di⸗ 
uerſe kinds of diſtilling, according to the diuer ſitie of things pꝛo⸗ 
per to be diſtilled, by the meanes of ich, they might the more ea- 
filie come vnto the intended ſcope (bfc) thep purpoſed. Againe, 
{cing it is certain, chat for the diuerſitie of the kinds and fachtons 
of Diſtilling, there needeth diuerſe inſtruments pꝛoper and com, 
modious to ead) fathion of Diſtilling: God teafon it is (in mine 
opinion) that we intreate of the kinds of diſtillations, befoze wee 
make mention of the Inſtruments. 

Seing that euerte diſtillation is done bp the reſolution and 
ſeparation of the ſubſtantiall partes, through the force of the 
outwarde beate : The Chymicke Authours haue purpoſed two 
wapes, and the rule certaine of the ſaide ſeparation. Foꝛ they 
vnderſtode and knewe by reaſon and experience, that ſome bo; 
dies oz ſubſtaunces, with greater pa ine doe peeloe o2 fend forth a 
Ipcours and ochers moꝛe eaſilie, and with leffer trauatle. Foꝛ 
which caufe chey inuented one maner verie eaſte, and another 
harder, and with greater paine, according to the neceffítie and 
condition of tbe matter o? ſubſtance to bee dꝛawne. che one of 
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ele hey would to be done in the dilcending, which the Latine 
| | Chimiſtes 
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Cymittes terme, per Defcenfum: the other in che Alcending, of 
the Latines named per Aſcenſum: fo that for each of thefe 5 they 
gaue tpe fame apt names. By this reaſon wee fate in gene⸗ 
tall, (bat euerie Diſtillation to be done in the Deſcending, oꝛ in 
the Aſcending, fo that either of the ſe two tapes are to be applied 
inditlerentlie to thele things that a man would diſtill: and accoꝛ⸗ 
ding as each perſon mate here in be perſwaded, after the tapacitie 
of his witte, oꝛ by experience. But the oftner Diſtillation that 
ts erercifed in tpe Alcending, is done of the lædes of Hearbes, 
which ſpꝛead into beedth, bearing flowers € ſedes, as the Annife, 
the Dill, the Fennel, z (ud others. In like maner of the fragrant 
and comfo»table fpíces tbe Ceares, Gumms. Kofins,and licoꝛs. 
Foꝛ thofe tidy are done in the deſcending. eꝛ by diſcention, are 
the oples dꝛawne eut of the wads of Juniper tree, Aloe , uat: 
tum, aſhe Tamaricke, Pedler tri, Pine tree, ac. althougb true 
it is, that ſundꝛie waters are diſtilled into the delcending, oꝛ bp 
deſcention, as tbofe of Roles, flowers, and tender her bes, ic. 

Further, although that the Chuniſticke Authours doe teach and 
chew diuerſe laſhions of diſtilling by Aſcention, pet map all cheſe 
waies and fachions be bꝛought into thꝛeæ oꝛders. actoꝛding to the 
difference of the cauſe agent oꝛ eflicient, abi is he ate.

firme to cure diuerſe defperate dileaſes and ſickneſſes. hep als 
(o affirme by the ſaide foꝛme of diſtilling, that certaine waters 
maie be attained fo the reſtoꝛing of pouch, and pꝛolonging of 
life, and 3 cannot tell what maner of Dekenſatiues, and woꝛthie 
dzinkes (faith Ioannes Langius in his Epiſtles) fo» expelling of 
the Plague, and all maner of poyſons, to wich as the y gaue fhe 
name of Golde, oꝛ termed Golden: euen fo they woulde thoſe to 
be rewarded with giftes of Golde. And theſe thee manners of 
diſtilling, maie by god right be named Sublimations, becaufe 

Ai theſe make their vavoꝛs to afcenb on high. 

: The other forme and maner of 
diſtilling, bwich che Chimiſtes 
often haue in vlage, named of Al 
bertus by Diſcention, is wrought

thꝛer degrees contfítuteo : tbe firk is of gentle beate, oꝛ of quali- 


tie weake: the fecond moze ſtrong, pet with ſome mediocritie: 
the thirde beate is mightie and violent. — Zberefoe it behwueth 
to gouerne the fire. and to moderate the ſame, accoꝛding to the 
nature and qualitie that the ſkilfull mate haue ol the ching oz ſub⸗ 
ſtance which he would diſtill: Herein not neglecting how much 
and boto little che ſecond and third qnalities are to be moderated. 
Wiberefore thoſe, which are of a tender and chinne ſubſtaunce, 
as the Lettuce, Endiue, Sozrell, Maidenhatre, Harts-tongue, 
und fud like Symples, doe not endure a beate but moderate, 
and which is of the firſt degree: thoſe which are chicke and grole, 
and of a ſubſtance move firme and ſolide, as tbe Mozmewode, 
Pugtocht, Egrimonte, Sothernwade, che Aromaticke things, 
the Spyces, and others like, require a beate moꝛe mightie. The 
Antimonte contraribeſſe, and all kindes of mettals, defire one 
maner of fire, By che heate moderate, in the otfillation of 


line, and all herbes, doe the watrie partes alcende : but by 


the beate moze mightie and violent, doe the thinner partes 
onclie (betpe,anp the watrie tarie behinde. Further conceiues 
that the flame it (elfe as well as the Coales, doe not a little dif, 
fer, not by reafon onelie of the fame being great er oz leſler, but bp 
dccaſion of the woddes rottenneſſe, oꝛ ill ſmelling, oꝛ other wile 


found and well ſmeſling, greene oꝛ dꝛie. To tbefe, the great nelle 


oꝛſmalnelle of the Furnaces the forme and cloſing of it, hach a 
great force in chsunging oꝛ alter ing of che beate. he Coales ale 
fo made of ſmothered and halfe bnrut wod, peelde a sertaine ill 


ſauour and ſtraunge qualitie in the chings diſtilled: as the une 


in bopling, and ocherwiſe preparing of matters with them is 
percepued. Foꝛ which caule the Coales ought to bee thoꝛow kine 


dled, and halle burnt, hereby the malignitie o2 vn fauour ok 


them, maie (in the dwing) bꝛeath fort, before that ante matter 
be diſtilled wich them, to bee miniſtred eſpeciallie into tbe Bodie. 
were the lame ontwarde applied „ it foꝛceth not ſo much. There 
is as great a mat ter to be conſidered in the difference of Coales: 
fo) that the Coales made of the wadde growing in the vallies 
ate ſuppoſed $a bec tuc tbier and farre better, than thofe made of 

fe 
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belt Coales , thep ought not to bee done vnder the Grounde (as 
the cuſtome of manie is) but made aboue the Earth, fc that they 


burne better, and are moze profitable, Alſo the Coales made of 


the Berche Bircte and Firre træ, ate accounted beſt, fo their 


' fipeeter anb ſoner burning, although Coles of the Juniper tree, 


doe laſt farre longer, as of experience knowne: beſides, tbe Coa⸗ 
les made of the Oke and Ahe tre , are not in cafes of necellitie 
to be refuſed, eſpetial ic where the ſtoꝛe of the Bede, and ocher 
trees are not. Moꝛedouer, it behwueth the Diſtillatoꝛ to haue 4 
ſpectall regarde and care about the beſtowing of fice vnder his 
veſſels, that the fame be not made of cleft wodde halle rotten, 02. 
cuill ſmelling ( as wee haue aboue declared) no? of Coales fma» 
the red within a D»pe pit oꝛ hole of the Earth, oz euill burned, o⸗ 
of Caales gotten out of Caues, abether thoſe bee ol Stone, oꝛ ol 
Garth, for feare that the veſſels of Diſtilling, and the licours bre 
not fainted and infected of their vapour, flithie and ffinsing A 
like reaſon may be gathered, that ik waters o2 Oyles bee pitfilo 
led with ante of thole, they after purchale a ſauour and qualitie

diſagrering, pea, farre vnlike the (ubffances that are to bee di⸗ 
filled, as the fame mate well bee percepued and taſted, by the 
mater bopled with anie of them. Further, the Chambers, Par- 
lours, Stoues, ote houſes, heated with ſuch wodde 02 Coales, 
doe ſufficientlie witneſſe howe nopous and burtfull fud) a vapour 
and ſaudur is, which not onelie bꝛingeth an infollerable paine of 
the heade, but moueth vomiting, and caufeth palfíons of tbe 
heart, to thole which be conuer ſant and abide anie time in ſuch 
places: as 3 the like (ſapeth the woꝛthie Gefnerus) haue experi⸗ 
enced in mp felfe, to the perill of my health, at the Batches of 
Oenofponte, where 3 abode a certaine ſeaſon wich tbe Noble 
Pꝛince Palatine. Of the like occaſion Galene fremed tootbilie 
to repꝛehende Eraſiſtratus, which perceiued that che Inhabitants 
ef his Countrie to periſh, thꝛough the ouermuch ſubtilnelle o2 
thickeneſle of the apꝛe. He alfo learned and knewe that thefe 
came much (ener to their death, by reaſon of the exceding derpe 
Caues and Pittes of Charon, which bꝛeathed forth peſtilent ex⸗ 
palatíons and vapours:oꝛ thꝛough the ir houſes netolte plapſtred, 
and nhitened with Lime: o2 for tbe euill fauour of the Coales, 
which fent forth vapours ver ie daungerous: this out of Ioannes 
Langius. It is beſides repoꝛted, that manie are moleſted by the 
ſtinking ſweate of the fete, after the ſhwes newlie ſhifted off in 
anie cloſe rome, whecher tbe fame be Parlour oꝛ chamber: but

lie attaine to the knowledge of them. But to declare wholie (and 
to the ende) howe the fame is to be made, and chat any concefucth 
this my tozitíg and demonſtration, to bts pꝛofite be it, and hee 
chat vnderſtandech not the lame, to his harme be it. The mance 
of erecting and framing of tbe (ao Tower, is on this wiſe, that 
the foundation be laide foure ſquare with rawe o2 baked Watches, 


on a plaine and euen grounde, and thee fte bꝛoade on euerie 
ſide, and that a hollowe {pace in crolle manet) bee left, to tbe 
bꝛedch of a baked Bꝛicke, and of height (c much, as is the height 
of the ſaide Bꝛicke in largenelle fet on edge: and this pppe o2 
Gutter, is the fame, where the fire 02 flame palleth, and auer 
the middes of the faite croffe pype, lai an port Grate, and as 
boue the fame buílbe a rounde furnace of a ſpanne in bꝛeadth, 
and a parde and a halfe of height: and this is named the Tower, 
and to the foure holes (appearing foꝛth) builde and frame in like 
manet (oue little Furnaces rounde, but lower than the hoales, 
and without little Grates of pꝛon in them: that the fire oz fame 
maie patle by thofe pypes, ¢ enter within the faid (mall furnaces, 
on which, mate be placed o2 fet Glaſſe bodies, Ketoꝛtes, o2 other 
beftels. When pou will beſtowe Coales, and make fire in the 
middle Tower, doe the (ame after this manner, chat is, take 
kindled coales, and put them in at the bottome of the Tower, and

{hut clofe aboue with a couer of ron, che heade of the tower, that 
no apie bꝛeath fost: for by this doing, the fire Hall burne onelie 
belowe, fo much as the pypes which extende to the Furnaces 
can receiue, and no moze; and on (uch wiſe, in a tower of this 
qreatrieffe full of Coales, will the fire indure twelue o2 fourtene 
houres, without putting in of ante Coale. With this tower mate 
‘aman Diſtill, Circulate o2 date bp, and Sublime with great fas 
tilitie: And this is the chiloſophers tower aboue named, which 
ſerueth, and is berie neceſſarie in the Arte of Alchimie. 

Another (hilfall Chymiſt, teacheth a oerte ingenious manner 
of Dikilling, by bhich a man map with one onelp fire dꝛawe fo» 
gither, and all at one time, boch Mater and Ople, beſides the 
commoditie of Subliming, and Diſtilling by Balneo Mariæ: eis

After that done, let be built of epther 
fide, and round about the tower, manie Furnaces regarding the 
outwarde face of the tower, of ſuch a bignelle as bec thinketh god 
and neceſſarie, and of ſuch height from the ground, as anſwereth 
aptlie to tbe Grate of Zron , which Hall bee in the middes of the

fue out of the toppe : and this after (ach manner alwapes guided,

the hollowe place of the Tower in the middes, ought to be filled 
wich Coales, and the toppe clofc ſhutte o2 ſtopped with the co- 
uer, to be ſtronglie luted oꝛ moꝛtered rounde about. At the hole 
01006 bclofue fall bee put in the fire, for by that meanes the 
Coales which ſhall he nearer the ſaide holes, will bee conſumed

Such a building is not onelie in · 
genious and delectable to heholde, but alío verie commodious and 
neceſſarie.

Veuerberating, and pmenting , and a Furnace fo» Melting,

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ding, which bao a Tower in the middes, like to this abouclapoe,

coꝛners were foure vellels placed, as at each coꝛner one, and Res 
giſters made for them, as to the other Furnaces afoze deſcri⸗

And fc; this reaſon, (f Furnaces had not their bentes of 
breathing holes, it were not pollible that they coulde woꝛke oz 
do the ir effect : and ik theſe in like maner had not their breathing 
forth belowe, tbe fire wich great difficultfe wonlde burne: fo; 
uhich caule, ít beboueth to haue bꝛeathing holes on either fioe, 
chat the Furnace mate woꝛke with moze eaſineſſe. Che vellell 
ſtanding on the grate ought to be well defended wich lute rounde 
about, before the Coales bee poured vppon to Kindle and burne: 
the doze of the fame requireth to be opened reaſonable leide fo) a 
time, to the ende the fire mate kindle and burne the freelter, and 
tbe ſmoke patfe forth at tbe top. he Furnace thus finiſhed, fers 
uech as well fo» tbe Diſtilling of waters and oples (bp tbe belpe 
of a Panne fet on the hrade, and filled with lande o2 water) as 
for Subliming, and the melting of Pinerals: 


A tommended Furnace for diſtilling of che Ople of Mitrioll, 
and other Opyles, is made after this maner: Firſt, wich baked 
Bꝛickes and Tyles a foundation laide foure ſquare, on ſchich, a 
wall raiſed a fote high, oꝛ thereabout, and à boe made belowe 
fo; the dꝛawing forth of Aſhes: aboue this (within the Furnace) 
a Grate couched of the faid he ighth, diſt ant from tbe bottome a 
fate and a halle, o2 thereabout.

Foz ther 
the y wayed and vnderſtode, that both the one and the other were 
fallified by fhe counterfapters, and that choſe compound licours 
which were ſolde and miniſtred to men, neither agreed in fub. 
ffaunce noꝛ pꝛoperties by anp manet to che true Baulme, were 
vpon the occafion the earneſtlier maued, fo) the auopding of fud) 
an enoꝛmitie and great harme, and that (uch a trealure jud 
duld 
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ſhoulde no longer lye hid and vnknowne fo men, vpon this gad 
and fo reaſonable conſideration, they applied their wittes and in 
duſtr ie, to the attaining and trying out of a licour, neareſt aun- 
fiwering in properties of the precious bauline . Anofos that 
Hep might che commobíoulfer perfourme and bꝛing it to patte, 
inuented fo vs acerfaine generall kinde, of the qualities and 
properties of che true and naturall balme. And ſæing by nature 
the Baulme is mot bote, and pierling, and indued with a migh⸗ 


tie pꝛopertie and dꝛying, oꝛ that mightylie dꝛpeth of pꝛopertte, 


fo) that cauſe eſpeciallie this may pacferue bodies verie long 
from putrikping being annointed with it, and put ef olde age oj 
maintaine pouch along time: foy the perfourming of ſchich, 
they choſe imple medicines of like pꝛopertie, fo nighe as thep 
coulbe purchaſe, which mirte might pelde the like facuifies, ſo 
aptlie as arte conlde matche chem. Df abtch kinde, that be pꝛin- 
eſpalleſt, are the Mpꝛre, the Olibanum, Frankenſence, and As 
loes. he next to theſe, be the Turpentine, and Aqua vitæ. he 
chirde ſozte are theſe, the gumme puie, Galbanum, Ly quide ſtorax, 
the wodde Aloes 02 Lignum aloes, ic. 

But from tbe purpoſe theſe diſagree not, as the Galingale, the 
JPutmegges, che Cloues, and mante others of like kinde. Foꝛ all 
theſe being gathered into one, by an artificial coniedure mats 
ching, was ſo made, that of all theſe mired togicher, by a (uff 
pꝛopotion, in the Chymiſkicall arte, chep dꝛewe an oyle, hich in 
faculties, and conſiſtence, was moſt like and ne areſt agreeing to 
the true Baulme . £be(e hitherto agræing in a maner, to tze 
woꝛdes and mind of Leonarde Fiorauant, in the making of the are 
fifictall baulme. So 5 to the making of the artificial baulm, is ne 
cellariiy required that the turpentine of it ſelt, wich P ellence (or 
wine) be diſtilled in Balneo: the other (ppces after dillolued in tbe 
ellence, and wich the aboue ſaid oyle of CTurpentine, by Balneum 
againe difilled.

Which al(o is god foy tbe Pelanchollcke, and for the trembling ol 
the heart - thts clenſeth the euill blond of che boop, ¢ increafeth the 
god, it puttech awap front man an eull thought, and all euill cogt- 
tations comming to mide, This wine allo ſerueth in che foule 
bꝛeaking out, and Lepꝛoſie, it maketh a man merrie, ¢ maſtreth 
the woꝛmes in the bellie.
